PHILIPPINES NAVIGATION LAWS, 
AMENDED KY MERCHANTS. 

About two years ago, says the Cublenews, tho 

Trsular Collector aypointed o committee to 


States, a ‘law, which, when approved by tho 
Commission, should regulte the uavigation of 
vessals in Philippins waters. 

The.committee met and reported, and for a 
whilw the report. has reposed in solemn dignity 
on the desk of the Inular Collector. 

It bas been resuccdtated and on October 5th 
cipiea of that ‘report wore. sent by Colonel 
McCoy to the Jvading shipownorsa and ship- 
building firms of Movil, with requeata for their 
vpinion and sug gostions. 

The following is acopy of the letter sent by 
the acting Collector; : 

Gentlemen:—I hive to enclosé herewith a 
copy of an Act: to provide for the inapection of 
sleam and other resale and to regulate the 
{roneportation of pausengors ond merchandise 
thereon, Which bas Wen under consideration by 
thia Office for some ime, and which is now bo- 
Koved to be in condition to forward to the 
‘Philippine Commisibn for consideration and 


passage. : 

In viow of the importance of this Act, the 
mdersignrd bus decided to snbmit the same to 
the principal ship owners aud operators in the 
Philippine Ialands, vith the request that they 
carefully go over ths provisions of the Act and 
mbmit to this Oficiany suggestions, modificar 
tions, and recommendations which may occn- 
ty them for the betterment.of its provisions. 
Iv this connection, it is atated that the provi- 
sions of this Act comply practically with the 
vavigatien laws, ofthe United States excopt 
fa such instances aslt hos boon found necessary 
to modify the same to’mest local conditions 
ja the Philippine Islands. 

Tf agroeable to you, you are requested to 
examino the enclosel copy at your esrliest con- 
yenieuce and to return the snme to this Office 
with such recommuidations as-you care to 
} sbmit.

The ATrornny-Genenat—I riss, Sir, to 
proposs thet the Bill to amend the law of 
Criminal Evidence be now read a second time.

1898, Tho bill provides that honbeforth

try him, bis knowledge of those facts, will bo 
romoved, and all who bave experience o oriminal 
courta will be aware thot as a resalt, many a 
guilty man who now escipes on account. of the 
jury giving him tho advantage of the daubi— 
mwhothor or not ho is guilty --becnuse they are 
anable to bear him in, his own defenca, will no 
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longer have that loophole of exenpo. ‘Thers oan 
be no doubt that in many enses if a person bad 
boon tllowed to make his satement on onth, and 
then cross-examined by prosicuting, eoingal, 
that be would not lave bea abl: to exculpate 
himsdf, ‘For many, many yoars judges 
have: allowed, prisoners lo make statements, 
Thero is no authority in law for it, but 
prisouers have boon in the habit of making 
atatoments, Tho bill wo havo now before us 
'pormits a prisoner to give evidence on his own 
behalf, 1t does mot compel him ta go into 
tho box, but if he docs he in liable to ‘be cross: 
examined ond treatul os any othor 
witness, If he doos not go into the box the bill 
provides that counsel for the prosecution shall 
not comment advorsely on thet fact, It is a 
privilogo he may take or not at his option. At 
the sime time it is laid down that a judgo shall 
havo power to draw tho attention of a jury to 
tho fact that a prisoner, though he bad the 
opportinity, did not go juto the box, and the 
jury can then draw such deduction from tho 
fact ac they think fit. Thero is 6 goneral 
principal running through this ordinance that 
tho wifo or husband of an nernsed person shall 
be competent to give erideuce for or dgainet 
thesccused. They shall not bo compelled to do
